” Hereas the Chambers,Studies, and Iruncks of M., Hollr, Sir Arthur Haſlerige, 
M, Pym.-M. Hampden, and «AM. Strode, Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
/ Y upon Munday, thethurd of this inſtant Fannary, by colour of his Majeſties 
Warrant haye been ſealedup by Sir William Kilegrey and Sir J}lliam Flemen and others; 
which 18not onely againſt the Priviledgeof Parliament but the common Liberty of eve- 
ry oubject: Vhich ſaid Members afterwards the ſame day were under thelike colour, 
by verjeant Frances, one of His Majeſties Serjeantsat Armes, contrary to all former pre- * 
{idents and priviledges of Parliaments demanded of the Speaker ſitting in the Houſe of 
Commons to bedelivered unto himthat he might arreſt them of High Treaſon : And 
wheras afterwards thenext day His Majeſty in His Royall perſon cameto the ſaid Houſe 
attended with a great multitude of men armed in warlike manner,with Halberts,Swords, 
and Piſtolls,who came up to the very dooreof the Houſe and placed themſelves there and 
in other places and paſſages ncere tothe ſaid Houſe, to thegreat terrour and diſturbance of 
the Members thereof, then ſitting, and, according to their dutie, ina peaceable and or- 
Jerly manner, treating of the great Afﬀairs of England and Ireland: And his Majeſty 
having placed himRlf in the Speakers Chayr, demanded of ther the perſons of the 
faid Members to be delivered unto-him, which isa high breach cf the Rights and Privi- 
tedges of Parliament, and inconſiftent with the Liberties, and Freedom thereof. And 


_ whereasafterwardshis Majeſty did iflue forth ſeverall Warrants todivers Officers,under 


His own hand, for theapprehenſion of the perſons of the ſaid Members,which by Law he 
cannot do, there being not all this time, any legall charge or accuſation, or due Proceſſes 
ot Law ifſucd againſt them, norany pretenceof charge made known to that Houſe ; all 
which are againſt the Fundamentall Liberties of the Subje&, and the Rights of Parlia- 
ment. Whereupon we areneceſſitated, according toour duty, to declare , That if any 
perſon ſhall arreſt AL. Hollis, Sir Arthur Hlaſlerige, M. Pym , M. Hampden, and 2M. Strode, 
or any of them, ot anyother Member of Parliament , by pretence or colour of any 
Warrant iſſuing out from the King onely, is guilty of the breach of the Liberties of the 
Subject, and of the Priviledge of Parliament, and a publike enemy to the Common- 
wealth. And that the Arreſting of the ſaid Members, or any of them, or of any other 
Member of Parliament, by any Warrant whatſoever, without a Legall proceeding 


againſt them, and without conſent of that Houſe, whereof ſuch Perſon isa Member, 


is agunſt the liberty of the Subject, and a Breach of Priviledge of Parliament ; and 
the Perſon whichſhall-Arreſt any of theſe Perſons, orany other Member of the Parlia- 
ment, 1s declared a publike enemy of the Common-wealth. @_ | 

Notwithſtanding all which we think fit further to declare, that we are fo farre from 
any endeavour to protectany of our Members, that ſhall be in due manner proſecuted 
according tothe Layys of the Kingdom, :and the Rights and Priviledges of Parliament 
tor Lreaſon, orany other miſdemeanor , That none ſhall be more ready and willing 
then we our ſelves , to bring them to their ſpeedy, and due tryall, Being ſenſiblethat 
it equally 1mports us, aswellto ſee Juſtice done againſt them that are crimynous, as to 
defend the juſt Rights and Liberties of theSubjecs, and Parliament of England, 
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
